DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 33,36-38,45,49,51-54,57,60-63,66,67,76, and 78 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Arner et al (4,566,293). Arner discloses a method 
of sample preparation and apparatus comprising: a transparent freeze box (10) that is 
air impervious, a purging gas (dry nitrogen gas), a sample holder (28), gloves (19), and 
a venting tube at bottom (48) allowing gas to escape. A cooling sample (29) adapt to 
receive temperature of about -110 degrees or lower; and the sample is placed in a 
hermetically sealed container from atmosphere. The dry inert gas essentially dry the 
area by removing moisture from the said freeze box. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34,35,39-44,46-48,50,55,56,58,59,64,65,68-75 & 77 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
